PROTEST AGAINST THE ASSESSED TAX-BILL. 
Diffentient, 

Becaufe, we conceive that in the prefent circum. 
{tances no grant of money by Parliament can alone be 
fufficient to extricate,the country from its alarming and 
critical fituation. eg. 

When the exegiences of the State are fuch, as to de- 
mand large fupplies from the people, oar duty is not 
confined to the bare confideration of the neceflity’ of 
the cafe, or the mode of levying the money.—We are 
not, from the preflure of circumftances, and the ap- 
proach of danger, haftily to concur in laying addition- 
al burthens on our fellow-fubjects, without infuring to 
the public a wife application of the money fo raifed, 
and without due precautions for direéting the efforts 
of the people to their only legitimate object, the bene- 
fit of thé community. A negleé of this, the moft im- 
portant of all Parliamentary duties, muft produce, and 
in our opinions, it has already produced confequences 
the moft fatal to the dignity of the nation, the {tability 
of the Government, and the interefts of the people. 
Injthe unconditional compliance with the demands of the 
Executive Government again propofed as the remedy, 
we perceive the real and fatal fource of the evil. 

Year after year his Majefty’s Minifters have ground- 
ed their application to Parliament upon the urgency of 
the occafion, and the extraordinary exigencies of the 
State. T'o fatisfy their demands, to enable them to 
encounter the dangers, and remove the difficulties in 
which we were involved, every article of luxury or 
convenience have been taxed, the refources of thé coun- 
try has been exhaufted, and fums unparalleled in hifto-

of the fame men, refift with effect, a powerful and ex- 
afperated enemy, elated with fuccels, ftrengthened by

In this fituation of affairs, to perfevere in the fyftem 
which has produced it, to confide in the Minifters who, 
with the aid of fo many millions, have been unable to 
avert it, evinces, in our opinion, a total difregard of 
the common maxims of prudence, a wanton rejection of 
the leffons of experience, and a determined negle& of 
the moft important of our Parliamentary duties. Under 
the perfuafion, therefore, that the dangers with which 
we are now threatened, are the refult of force, directed 
to objeéts at once impracticable and foreign to the inte- 
refts of this country ; that they are the neceffary confe- 

uences of a mifapplication of the public money, and 

¢ natural fruits of the incapacity and profufion of thofe 
to whom it has been improvidently entrufted, we deem- 
'} ed it our duty not to fanétion any grant to the Execu- 
tive Government until a pledge was given to the Houfe, 
by the removal of his Majetty’s Minifters, of a com- 
plete alteration in his Councils. We held it neither 
{ juft to impofe, nor reafonable to require any additional 
‘| facrifices from our fellow fubjects, until fome profpect 
|-was held out to the people of a reform of that Houfe 
which had granted, and a cenfure of thofe Minitters 
who have lavifhed fums fo enormous, without any bene- 
fit refulting to the community. 

We thought that while his Majefty’s affairs were 
conduéted by thofe who originally engaged in this cala- 
mitous conteft, and who can neither carry on war or 
negociation with honour, advantage, or fuccefs, no 
grant of money by Parliament, no facrifices on the part 
of the people, could afford a reafonable hope that the 
bleflings of peace would be fpeedily reftored, or perma- 
nently fecured. We imagine, that until fome carneft

penditure, and diminution of the enormous patronage 
if and influence of the Crown, we were net warranted in 
expecting’ that’ cheerful: co-operation of the people, 
which being Wt nce the indicatian and fefult Of a ree 
ciprocal confidence between the Government and the 
governed, ean only be reftored by the reftoration of the 
ancient and happy practices of a Conftitution undisfi- 
gured by coercive laws—ofa Parliament fpeakingthe fenfe 
of the a ey a Miniftry dependent on the voice 
of the Parliament. 

Becaufe it appears to us that any attempt to raife the 
fupplies wichin the year, in the prefent exhautted ftate 
of the country, muft be attended with the greateft dif- 
ficulty and danger. 

Bécaufe were we'to allow that the principle of raifing 
the fupplies by contribution, inftead of ‘loan, was jut, 
wife, and expedient, yet under the prefént Minifters it 
would appear to us attended with the utmolft danger, as 
the real expences of the year have generally exceeded 
by nearly one half their calculation ; and thus any re- 
gulations for the equal diftribution of the burthen which 
were adopted upon the firft calculation, might be ren-

Becaufe if the bill is intended as a tax upon expehdi- 
| ture, its retrofpective operation is arbitrary and cruel in 
the extreme, and altogether repugnant to the ufages of 
our anceftors, the faith of civilized governments, and 
the common dictates of humanity and jultice. If it is 
intended as a tax upon income, in our opinion the crite- 
rion ptopofed is objectionable and inadequate ; and, a- 
bove all, as income is of various defcriptions, fome- 
times a ing from permanent and difpofable capital, 
fometimes from precarious or temporary poflefions, and 
fometimes from labour, talents, or induftry, we deem 
any attempt to proportion the burthen to the income, in 
itfelf unjuft, unequal, and impolitic. If it is intended 
as a tax apon property, neither in the original criterion, 
viz. the efled taxes of 1795, nor in the propofed relief, 
do we recognize any juit prigesites of taxation, or per- 
ceive any fair or adequate method fudgelted for the im- 
partial diftribation of the burthen. 

Becanfe the relief propofed in the bill to thofe who 
may, by the increafe of their affefled taxes, be liable to 
pay more than the tenth of their income, requires a dif- 
clofure of their pecuniary cireumftances, which is con- 
trary to the cuftoms and prejudices of Englifhmen, and 
repugnant to the principles of the conttitution 3 and 
which, to perfons engaged in trade or commerce mutt 
be attended with {till greater inconveniences than the 
payment of more than the tenth of their income. Fur- 
thermore, this regulation appears to us an indirect 
breach of the faith fo often and fo facredly pledged to 
the ftock-holder ; for fhould the whole of the income 
of any individual claiming this relief confit in a divi- 
dend upon ftock, a tenth of that income is immediate- 
ly faerificed, and the dividend, in violation of the faith 
of the Parliament and thé nation, diminifhed onc tenith 
by the intervention of Government.
